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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION 


OF THE 


TOWN OF PLAISTOW. 





We are glad to report another successful year in the history 
of our public schools. 

Notwithstanding the scarcity of fuel, the schools have been in 
session thirty-six weeks. During a part of the winter term green 
wood has been used for heating with satisfactory results. The 
only difficulty experienced was at the Pollard school building, 
where the stoves are suitable for coal only; but through the 
faithful efforts of the janitor the rooms have been comfortable 
during school hours. 

The school buildings are in better condition than they were a 
year ago.- At Westville a new platform has been built for the 
piazza, and a new stove has been purchased to heat the school- 
room. The walls and ceilings of the Pollard school building 
have been whitened. At the South District the interior wood- 
work and walls have been painted and the ceiling whitened. 

The matter of insurance has been called to our attention. Is 
it wise to leave our school buildings uninsured? They can be 
covered at an estimated cost of twenty-five dollars per year. Is 
it not better to expend this small amount than to run the risk of 
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total loss in case of fire? As a board we do not feel like taking 
any action without instruction from the district, and therefore an 
article, relating to this, has been inserted in the Warrant for the 
consideration of the voters at the next schoo] meeting. 

The course of study in our schools has been revised from time 
to time. In the Grammar school, algebra has been added, and 
also a new course in United States history. The fact that pupils 
completing the course in our schools have passed directly into 
the regular courses’ at Robinson Seminary, at Exeter, and San- 
born Seminary at Kingston, is sufficient guarantee that the 
standard of scholarship here is not lower than in other places. 
Last year we suggested the advisability of a ninth grade in our 
Grammar school. Careful consideration convinces us that such 
a thing is next to impossible under our present arrangement. In 
the Pollard Primary school we have the first, second and third 
grades. In the Grammar school we have the fourth, fifth, sixth, 
seventh and eighth grades. To add a ninth would mean the 
introduction of work to which no teacher could do justice. If a 
third school were established giving each three classes, a ninth 
grade would be practicable. We feel that such a change is not 
required at present and it is our purpose, as speedily as possible, 
to so improve the course of study that pupils leaving our eighth 
grade will have no difficulty in gaining admission into any High 
school or Academy. 

Chapter ninety-five of the,session laws of 1901 requires that a 
town not maintaining a High School shall pay the tuition of its 
pupils attending approved institutions in the State. Five from 
our town have taken advantage of this. The expense thus far 
has not been as great as was expected, owing to the fact that 
some have entered schools outside the State; but in all proba- 
bility the amount required for tuitions will be greater from year 
to year. This leads to the question whether it will not be to the 
advantage of the district to establish a High School in the near 
future. There is ample room in the Town Hall building, which 
with slight alterations could be used for this purpose and the cost 
to establish and maintain such a school would not exceed one 
thousand or one thousand two hundred dollars per year for ten 
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years. With a High School in the town many who have no 
advantage beyond our Grammar school would avail themselves 
of the privilege of securing a more thorough equipment for the 
battles of life. No legacy we can leave our sons and daughters 
will be of more value to them in future years than a first-class 
academic training. | 

Our proportion of the State school fund was not as much as 
last year and unless there should be an increase in the number of 
pupils before the next school census is taken it will probably be 
reduced still more the coming year. It is important therefore that. 
there shall be no reduction of the school appropriations at the 
next annual town meeting, and we respectfully request that eight 
hundred dollars, in addition to the amount required by law, be, 
raised and appropriated for regular school expenses, and one 
hundred and fifty dollars for books and supplies. 

Mr. Marshall B. Peaslee who was elected a member of the 
Board at the last school meeting, to serve for three years, resigned 
in May and the vacancy was filled by the appointment of Mr. 
Charles E. Day, to serve for the remainder of the year. The 
term of Rey. Frank Parker expires this year; two members of 
the Board must therefore be elected at the next meeting, one to 
serve for two years and one for three years.
